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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  thhd  Annual  Report,  being 
that  for  the  year  1955.  The  Urban  District  Council  first  met  in 
1895  so  that  the  year  under  review  is  its  60th. 

The  state  of  the  public  health  may  again  be  said  to  have  been 
good  during  the  year.  The  vital  statistics  support  this  conclusion, 
there  is  nothing  remarkable  about  them.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note 
nevertheless  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  from  the 
figure  recorded  last  year  and  approximates  to  that  of  1953  which 
was  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  District. 

The  numbers  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  gave  no  cause  for 
concern  and  indeed  for  most  conditions  were  low.  There  were  no 
notifications  in  respect  of  Enteric  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  although 
I would  hasten  to  point  out  again  that  in  neither  case  does  this 
constitute  grounds  for  comi>lacence. 

In  this  district  the  paramount  needs  relating  to  promotion  of  the 
health  of  the  people  continue  to  be  housing  and  the  connected 
matter  of  sewage  disposal.  Each  year  sees  a truly  remarkable 
increase  in  new  houses,  nevertheless  there  continue  to  exist  in  parts 
of  the  district,  rows  of  crowded  insanitary  houses  with  unmade 
back  streets  across  which,  in  many  cases,  is  the  only  access  to 
offensive  ash  closets. 

Regarding  sewage  disposal  it  must  be  reported  again  that  the 
Council’s  efforts  to  have  adopted  one  of  the  comprehensive  schemes 
• for  sewage  disposal  have  not  yet  succeeded  and  consequently 
much  of  the  sewage  is,  to  say  the  least,  most  inadequately  treated. 
The  matter  continues  to  be  pressed  vigorously  by  the  Council,  and 
it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  a solution  will  be  found  before  long. 

I am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your 
support  and  encouragement  during  the  year.  I have  great  pleasure 
too,  in  acknowledging  gratefully  the  co-operation  and  assistance 
of  Mr.  Wilkinson  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.  Mr. 
Smith  has  undertaken  the  considerable  amount  of  detailed  w'ork 
involved  in  compiling  this  report.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND 
VITAL  STATISTICS 

1.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions 

Area — 8,224  acres.  The  District  consists  of  seven  wards  ; it 
borders  with  the  City  of  Durham,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Durham  and 
of  Lanchester,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Crook  and  Willington. 

Industries — ^Mainly  Coal-mining  and  Agriculture. 

Population — ^The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  is  19,860,  an  increase  of  50  from  1954. 

Inhabited  Houses — According  to  the  Rate  Books,  the  number 
of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  is  6,319. 

2.  Vital  Statistics 

Registrar  General's  Area  Comparability  Factors — ^These  figures 
are  a means  of  adjusting  the  rates  for  Births  and  Deaths  so  that  the 
population  of  the  District  is  directly  comparable  with  the  population 
of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  in  so  far  as  distribution  by  age 
and  sex  is  concerned.  The  adjusted  rates  are  those  to  be  compared 
with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  with  the  similarly  adjusted 
rates  for  other  areas. 

Births — During  the  year  there  were  registered  176  male  births 
and  182  female.  Of  this  total  of  358,  eight  were  illegitimate.  There 
were  21  more  births  than  in  1954.  The  birth  rate  (adjusted)  of  17.8 
is  therefore  higher  than  the  rate  for  last  year  (16.8). 

Table  I shows  the  Live  and  StiU  Birth  Rates  in  comparison  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham 
and  various  great  and  small  towns.  Table  II  shows  rates  over  the 
past  ten  years. 

Deaths — ’233  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  141  males 
and  92  females. 

This  was  an  increase  of  nine  from  1954.  The  Death  Rate  (adjusted) 
of  12.9  is  little  changed  from  the  similarly  adjusted  rate  of  12.4 
in  the  previous  year.  Tables  I and  II  show  comparisons  with  rates 
for  County  Durham  and  England  and  Wales. 

Table  III  shows  the  individual  causes  of  death.  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  accounted  for  about  38%  and  Cancer  for  nearly 
17%  of  the  (leaths  registered.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1954 
were  35%  and  18^0-

Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  nine  deaths  in 
males  and  tAVo  in  females.

Throughout  the  Country  over  the  past  ten  years,  there  has  been 
recorded  an  increase  in  such  deaths  affectmg  chiefly  males.  In  1955 
approximately  17,000  persons  died  from  this  cause  m Great  Britain. 

Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  five,  and  from  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  none. 


2.  Vital  Statistics 

Infant  Mortality — (Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age). 
Ten  children  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with 
11  last  year,  the  infant  mortality  rate  being  27.9.  The  rate  of  27.2 
in  1953  is  the  lowest  yearly  rate  recorded  for  the  district  (earliest 
available  record  is  1921). 


The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1955  is  24.9.  In  this  District, 
the  numbers  of  infant  deaths  each  year,  are  comparatively  small 
and  too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Table  VI  shows  the  numbers  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

That  only  one  case  was  notified  emphasises  the  remarkable  drop 
in  numbers  of  this  disease.  The  one  notification  was  in  respect 
of  a girl  of  two  years  of  age  who  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  was  only  about  one -third  of  the  number  of  notifications 
that  there  were  in  either  the  previous  year  or  in  1953.  All  were 
children  under  the  age  of  10,  half  being  less  than  three  years  old. 
This  is  of  significance  as  it  is  in  young  children  that  the  disease  is 
most  distressing  and  dangerous.  Whooping  Cough  should  never  be 
regarded  as  a “ minor  ailment  of  childhood,”  young  children  and 
debilitated  children  of  any  age  should  so  far  as  possible  be  shielded 
from  the  risk  of  contracting  it.  Immunising  agents  exist  which 
are  thought  to  confer  a degree  of  protection  against  the  disease 
They  are  administered  to  numbers  of  children  in  this  District  by 
General  Medical  Practitioners.  The  Local  Health  Authority  does 
not  provide  for  their  administration. 

Poliomyelitis 

The  one  case  of  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  an  adult, 
and  was  severe,  although  happily  not  fatal.  The  source  could  not 
be  determined ; it  may  well  have  been  outside  this  District. 

Measles 

There  was  a considerable  mcrease  over  the  number  for  the  previous 
year.  The  character  of  the  disease  was,  in  general,  mild. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  notified. 
It  must  be  emiihasised  again,  however,  that  absence  of  cases  does 
not  indicate  any  lessening  of  the  need  for  immunisation  of  children. 
The  risk  of  infection  is  still  present.  The  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  arranges  that,  in  order  to  draw  attention  to  the  need  for 
immunisation,  leaflets  are  distributed  by  post  to  parents  of  children 
AV'hen  they  are  eight  months  and  twelve  months,  and  to  encourage 
reinforcing  doses  at  the  age  of  four  years  nine  months.  These  give 
details  of  the  facilities  available.

749  children  under  five  years  of  age  had  completed  a full  course 
of  immunisation  by  31st  December,  1955.  An  estimate  of  the 
number  of  children  under  five  years  old  in  the  District  is  1,674, 
of  viiom  approximately  239  would  be  under  eight  months  old,  the 
age  from  which  immunisation  is  usually  undertaken.  The  propor- 
tion immunised  therefore  is  only  about  52%. 

Last  year  this  figure  was  calculated  to  be  51%.  It  seems  likely 
that  diphtheria  can  be  eliminated  only  if  a sufficiently  high  propor- 
tion of  the  population  is  immunised. 

Dysentery 

The  eight  cases  notified  were  of  Sonne  Dysentery.  Three  were 
children  in  one  family  in  the  New  Brancepeth  Area.  There  seemed 
to  be  no  other  connected  cases. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  three  other  cases,  from  two  families, 
represented  the  last  cases  in  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  September 
in  Brandon.  It  was  learned  that  numbers  of  other  persons  in  the 
area  had  suffered  from  diarrhoea,  and,  in  some  cases  vomiting, 
over  a period  of  a few  weeks.  Most  had  not  consulted  their  family 
doctors  because  of  the  mild  nature  of  the  condition  and  it  was 
difficult  in  the  circumstances,  to  obtain  precise  details. 

Paratyphoid  Fever 

Although  no  cases  w'ere  notified  in  this  District  mention  must 
])e  made  of  the  condition.  In  September  a number  of  cases  of 
IMra typhoid  B.  Fever  occurred  in  Bearpark,  in  Durham  Rural 
District. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  source  may  have  been  in  the 
River  Browney  which  was  shown  to  contain  paratyphoid  B organ- 
isms of  the  same  ])hage  type  as  w^ere  isolated  from  all  the  cases  and 
c arriers.  The  river  contained  these  organisms  on  its  entry  to,  and 
in  its  course  through,  Durham  Rural  District,  and  was  still  contam- 
inated with  them  on  its  entry  to  this  district  near  Stone  Bridge, 
and  as  far  as  the  junction  with  the  Deerness  River  near  Langley 
Bridge.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  state  of  affairs  constitutes 
a possi})ie  liazard  to  health  in  this  district  also,  where  there  exist 
so  many  crowded,  insanitary  dw  ellings,  whole  streets  of  which  have 
oulside  ash  closets  of  the  most  primitive  type  and  where  flies  are 
|)i  esent  in  large  numbers  every  summer.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
1 . Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  a few  farms  and  cottages,  the  district  drawls 
its  water  from  the  mains  of  Durham  County  Water  Board. 

The  purity  of  the  supply  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
Depletion  of  the  Water  Board’s  reservoirs,  however,  necessitated 
augmentation  of  the  supply  with  unsoftened  mine  water  and  this 
gave  rise  to  several  complaints  about  quality,  the  public  being 
concerned  lest  this  was  an  indication  of  loss  of  purity.  In  the  late 
autumn  the  continued  dry  weather  so  depleted  the  Board’s  resources 
that  restrictions  in  the  supply  were  imposed,  these  taking  the  form 
of  stand-pipe  supplies  in  several  parts  of  the  district. 

Table  X shows  source  of  water  supply  to  isolated  farms  and 
cottages  in  the  district,  not  connected  with  main  water  supply.

2.  Sanitary  Circumstances 

1,471  houses  with  sanitary  accommodation  of  the  conservancy 
type  remain  in  the  area,  and  of  these  approximately  two-thirds  are 
old  and  will  be  included  in  Slum  Clearance  Schemes,  under  the  Hous- 
ing Act  within  the  next  five  to  ten  years.  It  would  not  be  practicable, 
therefore,  to  include  these  in  any  scheme  of  conversion  to  water 
carriage. 

The  majority  of  the  remaining  houses,  with  an  estimated  life  of 
15  to  35  years,  are  properties  which  could  be  considered  for  future 
conversion  and  major  improvement  schemes. 


3a.  W.C.  Conversions 

During  the  year,  with  financial  assistance  from  the  Council  under 
Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1931),  the  National  Coal  Board 
cairied  out  95  W.C.  conversions  at  Queen  and  North  Streets,  Brandon 
C(jlliery.  It  was  ])leasing  to  note  that  the  Council  were  able  to  set 
aside  funds  for  the  granting  of  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  W.C. 
conversions,  cairied  out  by  private  owners  in  an  effort  to  do  away 
with  the  insanitary  ash  closets.

4.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Following  the  submission  of  a revised  and  more  economic  scheme 
Avhich  was  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers,  the  Ministry  re- 
jected this  proposal  on  financial  grounds,  and  suggested  that  the 
Council  may  wish  to  confine  themselves  to  local  improvements 
to  each  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  This  represented  a most 
unfortunate  setback  to  the  Council’s  wish  to  proceed  as  early  as 
possible  with  urgently  needed  improvements  and  modifications  to 
the  existing  works.  Further  meetings  were  arranged  with  other 
interested  Authorities  and  the  Council’s  Surveyor  is  now  engaged 
on  the  preparation  of  a scheme  of  Local  Improvements  to  the 
works,  as  a basis  to  establish  which  is  the  more  economic  plan  for 
the  Council  to  adopt. 

5.  Private  Street  Works 

During  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  carry  out  Private  Street 
Works  at  four  streets  in  the  area,  and  the  Surveyor  is  now  engaged 
on  the  preparation  of  these  schemes  for  the  further  consideration 
of  the  Council.

The  incj-easijig  numbei’  of  Jiew  houses,  ajid  the  conversion  of  earth 
closets  to  water  caniage  lias  led  to  a corres])onding  increase  in 
icfuse  bins,  and  thi’ce  lorries,  one  with  a loading  capacity  of  10 
( Iliac  yards,  ajid  two  v\  ith  a loading  caiiacity  of  12  (uibic  yards,  are 
used  (5XcluKiv(;ly  for  the  (anpt  yijig  of  bins,  with  a team  of  one  driver 
;.ud  four  labour(;r-fillers  to  each  lony. 
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The  area  is  partitioned  into  six  cleansing  districts,  three  of  which 
are  bin  areas  and  the  other  three  are  districts  where  earth  closets 
predominate.  These  are  cleared  by  the  smaller  7 cubic  yard  lorries, 
manned  by  a driver-filler  and  a labourer- filler. 

From  the  list  of  vehicles,  it  will  be  seen  that  one  of  the  smaller 
types  is  14  years  old,  it  has  been  in  constant  use,  and  has  now  reached 
a stage  when  its  rumiing  costs  and  the  cost  of  keeping  it  roadworthy 
make  its  value  uneconomical.  This  fact,  coupled  with  the  continu- 
ance of  w.c.  conversions  and  new  building,  and  slum  clearance 
which  is  foreshadowed  (which  will  result  in  an  increasing  number  of 
refuse  bins,  as  against  old  type  earth  closets)  make  it  clear  that  the 
addition  of  another  larger  vehicle  to  the  fleet,  and  the  disposal  of 
the  oldest  smaller  vehicle,  should  be  considered  by  the  Council. 


There  are  approximately  6,652  houses  and  other  premises  dealt 
with  each  week.  Bins  are  emptied  every  four  to  seven  days,  according 
to  requirements,  privies  are  cleared  every  seven  days. 

7.  Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  led  to  Council  Tips  at  Brandon  Colliery,  Ushaw  Moor  and 
Esh  Winning.  Auxiliary  tips  are  also  used  at  Brandon  Village, 
Burnigill  Farm  and  Broompark.

The  supervision  and  administration  of  Rodent  Control  is  carried 
out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

]\li’.  G.  W.  Bone,  who  is  de})ot  chargeman  in  the  Cleansing  Depart- 
jnent,  also  acts  as  part-time  Rodent  Operator  and  during  the  period 
whoi  sev'er  treatment  is  undertaken  (twice  yearly)  two  other  men 
are  transferred  to  this  work,  for  a period  of  approximately  four  weeks. 

Roflent  Control  Avas  taken  over  from  Durham  County  Council 
during  194b,  and  since;  t hat  date  sewer  treatment  has  been  success- 
liilly  carrieel  out  every  six  nionths,  usually  during  the  months  ol 
April  and  Se])tember. 
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Wlien  business  premises  are  disinfested,  a charge  is  made,  c;om- 
prising  actual  cost  of  labour  and  materials,  plus  a percentage  for 
administration  expenses,  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge. 

The  table  shows  in  detail  the  work  over  the  past  nine  years,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  sewer  infestation  continues  to  decrease.

Crmm&ry,  Milk  Markding  Board,  Stonebridge,  Langley  Moor 

This  Creamery,  built  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board,  was  opened 
on  14th  April,  1948,  and  all  dairy  farmers  taking  part  in  the  scheme 
have  their  milk  collected  daily  for  pasteurisation  and  bottling.
